"BODY RECOVERED. 


During the night of the 7th- 
8th inst., a grim affair was enact- 
ed on the harbour when robbers 
who went on'a native passenger 
boat murdered the boatwoman in 
cold blood. atid dumped her body 
overboard. Yesterday afternoon 
the body was found by the. water 
police. floating about 2° hundred 
yards off the reclamation opposite 
Spring Garden Lane at’ Wanchai, 
with a piece .of rope around the 
neck, 2 
, It was an old sampan woman 
who first reported at the Water 
Police Station the sudden -dis- 
appearance of: her’ - friend. 
Apparently she had.. loaned or 
given a sum of money to the 
Jatter before ‘this’ happened, as’ 
she was able to tell the police 
that a sum of $100, which should 
have been in a certain box on the 
passenger boat, was not there. 
This circumstance gave. to. the 
police their first clue as to ‘the 
nature of the case: ae 

The second development was 
the discovery: of the body of the 
missing. boatwoman®: with the 
severed ehd of a rope tied to her 
neck. The head bore the marks’ 
of a brutal attack having been 
committed with some sharp 
inatrument,« probably. a chopper. 
There were no fewer ‘than seven 
cuts, in all. : , 

Jn view of discovery of these 
details, the police aré‘now of the 
opinion that the robber must have 
been - known.-.to, the , heatwoman, 
and that thig caused him'to edi 
mit murder, in addition. to the 
other crime, 80 a8 to cover up all 
traces of the robbery.
